His state- 
ment also denied charges by 
Senate Rackets Committee in- 


vestigators that the union | 
maintained a large “mystery | 
fund.” 


Mailed to AFL-CIO. 

In an address Hutcheson | 
made only passing reference to 
the statement, which he said 
he hoped all members would 
read. Copies of the statement. 
have been mailed to the AFL- 
CIO executive council, which 
has directed its president, | 
George Meany, to demand a re- | 
port on alleged corruption in 
the carpenters’ union. 

On the Indiana charges, | 
volving an alleged conspiracy | 
to bribe a state right-of-way 
buyer, Hutcheson in his printed 
statement asserted: 

“The indictment contains no 
charge involving in any way 
oun brotherhood or any of its 
funds, or any acts by anyone 
in official capacity. It is purely 
personal. 

“IT have repeatedly and sol- 
emnly asserted, my complete in- 
nocence and my complete con- 
fidence that trial will demon- 
strate such innocence.”

MORGANTOWN, W. Va., Nov. 
10 (AP)—A bomb exploded in 
an integrated school building 
near Morgantown early today. 
No one was injured and 
there was no fire. 

Charles A. Stevenson, county 
superintendent of schools, said 
there was no evidence the blast 
stemmed from racial troubles. 
The FBI began an immediate 
investagation. 

Stevenson said he would con- 
sult with building experts to 
determine if the building can 
be repaired or will have to be 


razed. He added it would cost 
an estimated $350,000 to re- 
place the structure. 

State police said the explo- 
sion at 2:15 a.m. at Osage, four 
miles northwest of Morgan- 
town, and the bomb apparently 
was made of dynamite. The ex-

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—The Supreme Court ruled 6 
to 3 today that workmen who

duct the cost as business ex- 
penses on income tax returns. 

The court’s decision. was an- 
nounced in an unsigned opin- 
ion. Justice Douglas wrote a 
dissent joined by Justices Black 
and Whittaker. 

The case was brought by 
three North Carolina work- 
men. Had they won it, the 
principle would have applied 
to thousands of other workers 
at a cost of many millions of 
dollars to the Treasury. 

In. other action involving 
potentially many millions of 
dollars of tax revenues, the 
court refused to consider a 
claim by R.H. Macy & Co., Inc., 
New York retailer, for at least 
$1,008,750 refund of federal in- 
come and excess profits taxes. 
Macy’s appealed after losing in 
the United States Circuit 
Court in New York. 

The ease hinged on Macy's 
right to use certain years prior 
to 1954 the so-called L.LF.O. 
system for figuring the value 
of inventories. This Last In, 
First Out system operates in 
favor of the merchant-taxpayer 
in periods of rising prices. 

Macy’s told the court there 
were a host of similar cases 
throughout the country in 
which total claims had been 
estimated as high as a billion 
dollars. 

Among other actions, the 
court: 

Refused to permit California 
to sue in the highest court 
to bar enforcement of state 
ef Washington laws which 
California said discriminated 
against California wines. The 
case had aroused major inter- 
est in other wine-producing 
states. New York filed a brief 
in support of California’s move. 

Agreed to rule on whether 
the Federal Power Commission 
may approve a natural gas 
pipeline project without deter- 
mining the validity of rates to 
be paid for the supply of gas. 
The commission, without pass- 
ing on a supply price, approved 
a plan by Natural Gas Pipeline 
Co. to extend its line in Okla- 
homa and Texas fo get gas for 
sale in the Chicago area. Okla- 
homa Natural Gas Co., a com- 
peting buyer, challenged the 
commission procedure.

(Part of the money will be 
used to add a block to the 
“Nansen” refugee village in 
Brussels, and part will go 
toward building a new village 
in Norway. 

(“I hope the attribution of 
the prize will help focus the 
world’s attention on the con- 
tinuing problem and plight of 
displaced persons,” Father Pire 
said. “There are 200,000 still 
in Europe, Germany, Austria 
and Italy,” he said. “Some 
120,000 are hard core cases 
which are difficult to place as 
most are old and unskilled. 

(“Many people think the 
refugee problem has been 
licked. If they could see the 
things I see daily they would 
know differently. It is still 
with us and likely to stay with 
us for a long time.”) 

Father Pire visited Oslo Oct. 
21. In a speech he said he 
planned to build a new refugee 
village in Norway and name 
it the “Anne Frank Village.” 
In September he founded the 
fifth refugee village in Europe, 
“the Albert Schweitzer  vil- 
lage.” ‘ 

The Oslo newspaper Morgen- 
bladet had suggested that the 
peace prize be given to Father 
Pire. 

“Father Pire,” it said, “has 
for more than 10 years fought 
to give the refugees a normal 
existence. ... We know Father 
Pire is among the candidates 
for the Nobel peace prize. Give 
him the prize.” 

Father Pire, who was born at 
Dinant, a French-speaking city 
on the Meuse, entered the Do- 
minican order in 1928 and 
studied philosophy at the Con- 
vent of La Sarte. He then 
studied theology at the Angeli- 
cum University in Rome. He 
was ordained a priest there in 
1934, and made a doctor in 
theology in 1936. 

After studying social sciences 
and political science at Louvain 
University, Father Pire became 
a teacher of maral and relig- 
ious philosophy at the Sarte 
Convent in Huy. 

(Father Pire is a hero in 
his Belgian homeland, United 
Press International said.

JOHNSON CITY, Tex., Nov. 
| 10—Senator Lyndon Johnson, 
‘the Senate majority leader, 
proclaimed yesterday his be- 
nevolent neutrality in the 1960 
race for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination. 


The Senator, often mentioned 
as a potential candidate him- 
self, insisted he has no plans, 
ambitions, or expectations in 
so far as the presidential nom- 
ination is concerned. As Demo- 
cratic leader of the Senate, he 
said he would play no favorites 
among the group of several 
Senators and others known to 
‘have ambitions to head the 
party ticket two years hence. 
|All of them are good men and 
would make good candidates, 
he said. 


Senator Johnson has said 
publicly it is far too early to 
start politicking for 1960, that 
the country expects and de- 
mands of the new Congress a 
record of progressive achieve- 
ment untarnished by intense 
partisanship. 


Critical of Republicans. 


On this score, he has been 
| critical of President Eisenhow- 
er, Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon and Meade Alcorn, the 
Republican national chairman, 
for saying that their party had 
started the 1960 campaign last 
Wednesday, the day after the 


Democrats achieved top-heavy 
majorities in both the House 
and the Senate. 

It is Senator Johnson's opin- 
ion that this Democratic vic- 
tory was due to public recogni- 
tion of party “responsibility” 
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and voter decision in favor of 
“balance” in Government. 


The Senate leader has heard 
talk that his job may be more 
difficult with a top-heavy ma- 
jority of 62 Democrats to 34 
Republicans in the new Sen- 
ate than it was when the Dem- 
ocrats ruled the Senate by a 
slim two-vote margin of 49 to 
47 during the last four years. 
But he does not take such talk 
seriously. His answer is that 
nothing could have been more 
difficult than the slim margin 
of party control which on close 
votes demanded the presence 
of every able-bodied Senator. 
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It is Senator Johnson’s in- 
tention to continue bi-partisan-

Marvin A. Rapp, associate 
executive dean of the State 
University of New York, ad- 
dressed the opening session of 
the association’s thirteenth an- | 
nual convention at Hotel Sher- 
aton-Jefferson. . The meeting 
ends Wednesday: uae 

Rapp also suggested thaf a/ 
“college of transportation” be 
established to provide special- | 
ized training for various types | 
of transportation jobs andi 
to give broad background for | 
dealing with problems affect- 
ing the entire industry. 

‘Revolutionary Year.’ | 

The quickened pace of *sci- | 
ence and technology, Rapp. 
said, have brought changes that | 
are at once a problem and a/| 
challenge. He mentioned the | 
use of nuclear engines to pro- 
pel ships and the introduction 
of jet aircraft for commerical 
use. | 

“This year of all years,” he 
said, “may prove to be one of 
the most revolutionary so far 
as transportation is concerned 
in the world’s history. It may 
perhaps even be comparable to | 
the year of the wheel, or the 
years of the steam, internal 
combustion and diesel engines.” 

Rapp said the air movement 
of passengers and freight. was 
“developing rapidly toward 
automatic, unmanned control.” 
Automotiv engineers, he said, 
are developing an aluminum 
block for piston engines. Fuel 
improvements also are being 
worked out. 

E. G. Plowman, vice presi- 
dent of United States Steel 
Corp., told the group that 
transportation needs would be 
“enormous” in any future war, | 
whether the conflict was global | 
or limited in scope. 

He said it was essential that | 
the Military Air Transportation | 
Service, the Military Sea Trans- | 
portation Service and the Army | 
Transportation Corps maintain | 
enough transport capability to | 
“make a start” in event of war. 

Obsolescence Cited. 

“Each year,” he warned, “the 
factors of growth in size of the | 
global military transportation 
problem, and obsolescence of | 
an increasing proportion of 
present-day piston engine air- | 
planes, steam-powere ocean | 
vessels, and of much of our | 
highway and railroad» equip- 
ment, tend to make the nucleus 
smaller.”

“The Holiday Bird 


Deserves 
A Superb Stuffing 3

TAKE A CLOSE LOOK at the cal- 
endar; see that big red ‘‘27’’? It’s less 
than three weeks away; in fact, it is only 
about two and a half weeks until you will 
be serving Thanksgiving dinner. 

Less than a month later comes the 
most important feast of the year—Christ- 
mas dinner, 

In a great majority of homes a turkey 
or chicken will hold the place of honor. 
It may be a king-size turkey if you are 
hostess for a gathering of the clan; it 
may be a roast chicken if yon are dining 
a deux. In any event, the stuffing will 


have much to do with the success of your holiday bird. Ready f or the F amily Gathering 


Each year, around the holiday season, our phone 
rings merrily and our mail piles high with inquiries from 
homemakers about bread stuffings. How many cups of 
bread cubes will it take for a 10-pound bird? (About 
15). Is it safe to stuff the bird the day before it is 
cooked? (It isn’t). What sort of a stuffing does one 
use for Rock Cornish hens? (See story below.) 


Now, just in time to answer all of these queries in 
detail, an attractive 15-page booklet entitled ‘‘Stuffing 
Sampler’’ has been issued by the American Institute 
of Baking. 


It includes general tips on making bread stuffings, 
an illustrated page on how to stuff and truss the birds, 
a basic stuffing and roasting guide, plus an excellent 
assortment of recipes for stuffing poultry of - many 
kinds as well as meat, fish and vegetables.

Another Slump in the Wind? 


Now that the election is over, 
I feel free to say that the bluff 
and bluster about recovery the 
last few months has been nine- 
tenths political propaganda in- 
tended to enable the Republicans 
to gain control of Congress; an 
effort which failed lamentably.

Alarmed Citizen 
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More Flaws in Merger 

A new-found “flaw” in the merger plan 
before the Metropolitan Freeholders 
still another reason—and a one at 
that—for avoiding this approach to city-coun- 
ty problems. The flaw is that if the Free- 
holders draft a plan to merge St. Louis and 
the county’s 97 municipalities, then under 
the law as interpreted by the Freeholders’ 
counsel they also must provide for merging 
the St. Louis school system with the 29 indi- 
vidual school districts of the county. 

Many of the Freeholders think that any 
plan affecting present school districts would 
meet strong resistance among the voters, and 
right. But at this stage 


ment an tricts. 
« n needs to be answered: 
Is such a drastic shakeup of local government 


necessary to solve metropolitan problems? 
On its face, the answer is No. It is clearly 
going too far when, to.solve the metropolitan 
traffic problem, a government is set up which 
merges all the area’s school districts. 


One other drawback to this approach 
emerges in another opinion that the Free- 
holders have received. The McClellan-Shew- 
maker-Vatterott merger plan aims at creation 
of a brand-new political entity, the Munici- 
pality County of St. Louis, to be built on the 
bare bones of the present St. Louis city gov- 
ernment and embracing all of St. Louis coun- 
ty and its 97 municipalities. 

This plan contemplated such extensive re- 
writing of the present City Charter that for all 
practical purposes the new Municipal County 
would be operating under a completely new 
City Charter. This was regarded by the 
plan’s authors as one of its more important 
points. For it was recognized that many St. 
Louis county voters would shy away from any 
plan that saddled them with a government 
dominated by the one-party machine politi- 
cians who now run St. Louis. 

Unfortunately for this hope of creating a 
wholly new entity, a serious legal question 
arises as to whether the Freeholders may 
indulge in the extensive City Charter rewrit- 
ing essential to it. The board’s counsel thinks 
that certain necessary Charter adjustments 
are permissible—for example, an adjustment 
giving the county representation in the Board 
of Aldermen—but that this cannot become 
the pretext for a wholesale revision of the 
Charter. The Freeholders could adjust the 
Charter, but they could not rewrite it. 


Practically, this means that the municipal 
county proposal must stand as a bald plan 
for the present City of St. Louis to absorb 
the county and all of its municipalities. And 
as an inevitable byproduct of that merger, the 
city’s present school district, with its politics- 
ridden School Board, would absorb the 29 
individual school districts in the county. Quite 
apart from the question of how county voters 
would react to such a proposition, it strikes 
us that this represents an unnecessarily com- 
plicated and indirect way of tackling the St. 
Louis area’s metropolitan problems. 

The Freeholders’ main reason for being is 
to set up a governmental device that can tackle 
those area-wide problems that neither St. 
Louis nor St. Louis county alone can success- 
fully come to grips with. To drag in ques- 
tions of municipal and school district consoli- 
dations is to create complications that will 
make solution of metropolitan problems much 
more difficult than need be. 

The most logical, practical and suitable ap- 
proach is creation of a metropolitan district 
of limited powers along the lines of the Sewer 
District. This would provide ample means 
of doing what has to be done without disturb- 
ing existing governments and without in- 
volving the school problem, That is all 
that has to be done and that is all that the 
Freeholders ought to attempt. 


Class of ’46: Valedictory 


Back in 1946 the United States Senate re- 
ceived one of its largest influxes of new mem- 
bers in history—19, including three elected to 
short terms. This first postwar group of 
Senators, with its earliest veterans of World 
War II, included Cain of Washington, Bricker 
of Ohio, Ecton of Montana, Ives of New York, 
Jenner of Indiana, Kem of Missouri, Lodge of 
Massachusetts, McCarthy of Wisconsin, Ma- 
lone of Nevada, Martin of Pennsylvania, Thye 
of Minnesota, Watkins of Utah and Williams 
of Delaware. Several turned out to be good 
Senators, but the class as a whole contained 
some of the worst ever to sit in Congress. 
Several were defeated in 1950, and after last 
week's election seven more will retire to pri- 
vate life. Only “Honest John” Williams of 
Delaware remains of the class of '46. Only 
he goes back to Washington for a third term.

What’s Wrong in Pakistan? 

To many Americans, Pakistan once was no 
more than the setting of Rudyard Kipling 
stories. Cold war politics, however, gave it 
an importance to Washington most concretely 
measured by about $7,000,000,000 in aid, plus 
guns and ammunition. On the frontier, it 
was to be a bastion against Russian advance. 

Now the country has degenerated into a 
military dictatorship under President Mo- 
hammed Ayub Khan, a general who took 
over after his military partner, Gen. Iskander 
Mirza, gave up the presidency under army 
pressure. With Ayub’s support, Mirza had 
abolished the constitution last month and put 
the country under martial law. 

Formed by the tough, single-minded Mo- 
hammed Ali Jinnah when the British left the 
Indian subcontinent, the nation tried hard 
for a year or two to achieve stability. But 
the effort soon slackened. Cabinet succeeded 
cabinet without an election. Seven prime 
ministers held office in 11 years. And the 
economic position of Pakistan, never very 
strong, worsened seriously after 1953 when 
the decline in the prices of cotton and jute 
dried up in its income from trade. 

Far worse has been the mixture of nation- 
alities—Bengalis, Pathans, Sindhis, Punjabis, 
Baluchis and assorted refugees from India—

‘This Is the Last Place...’ 


Once the powder train of racial bitterness 
and violence is set burning it is hard to stop. 
Now the integrated junior high school in 
Osage, W.Va.—some 93 Negro pupils in a 
total of 400—has been blown up. School 
authorities say that the damage is so exten- 
sive that the wrecked building will have to 
be abandoned and a new one constructed. 

The sheriff of the county, which includes 
nearby Morgantown, seat of the University of 
West Virginia, says: “This is the last place 
you’d expect something like that (violence 
over public school desegregation). Whites 
and colored have lived side-by-side peacefully 
here for years.” Yet there appears to be no 
other motive and so the people of Osage are 
faced with the ugly possibility that some- 
where in their midst is a racist so steeped in 
hatred as to be willing to put this black mark 
on their community. 

Here is another reason for a White House 
conference such as Adlai E. Stevenson and 
others have proposed. The problems that 
defiance of the law of the land is producing 
require the best thought and planning and 
the most effective gathering of constructive 
efforts possible. It is hard to see how Mr. 
Eisenhower can much longer resist the ap- 
peals to assemble such a meeting under his 
= authority as President of the United 

tates. 


Saving the Bissell Mansion 

Responding to appeals by the St. Louis 
chapter of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects and other groups and individuals, the 
Missouri Highway Commission has announced 
that it will undertake to save the 128-year- 
old Lewis Bissell mansion, now in the course 
of. the Mark Twain Expressway. Chief Engi- 
neer Whitton says that although the commis- 
sion is restricted in the funds it has for mov- 
ing the house and establishing it on a new 
site, the state will do all it can to preserve 
the old mansion. 

This is good news and exactly what we 
would expect of the Missouri Highway Com- 
mission. Expressways are not only important; 
they are vital. A modern city cannot exist 
without them. But what city would be worth 
even the first look if all it had was modern 
expressways? A city must be interesting if 
it is to attract people. And one of the ways 
in which it is interesting—or not—is in its 
attitude toward historic sites and buildings 
and homes and architectural survivals from 
its early days. Imagine the United States 
without the historic structures of New Or- 
leans and Williamsburg, Boston, Philadelphia 
and St. Augustine. 

The Bissell mansion is one of the few re- 
maining structural landmarks of pre-Civil 
War St. Louis. Its owners, Mr. and Mrs. James 
A. Graves, are to be applauded on their fight 
to save it from destruction. So are Gerhardt 
Krammer and the other architects and his- 
torians who have joined in the effort. Now 
the Highway Commission can be applauded, 
too. The problem is not a large one and the 
community can expect it to be worked out 
and the fine, old Bissell house saved for St. 
Louisans and their visitors of the future. 


Against the Odds 


The spectacular quality of “moon shots,” 
such as the Air Force attempt which failed 
Saturday, encourages great expectations be- 
forehand and unnecessary discouragement 
when they fail. The whole process is, of 
course, a tremendous scientific struggle 
against great odds. 

After the first failure in August, the Air 
Force then succeeded in sending a second 
rocket about 91,000 miles toward the moon 
in October. This was an unprecedented sci- 
entific feat in terms of information gathered 
and distance traveled, even though the rocket 
did not come close to the moon. Saturday's 
rocket went up perhaps 1000 miles before it 
fell back blazing into the earth’s atmosphere. 
And now it is the Army’s turn to try to reach 
the moon. 

The Army, according to a statement by Dr. 
Wernher Von Braun last month, will try “new 
hardware” for its moon rocket. No doubt the 
Army missiles men hope to surpass the Air 
Force record, and perhaps they can. But 
after the partial success in October, Air Force 
officers said the odds against even reaching 
the vicinity of the moon 250,000 miles in 
space were 10 to 1. 

Space exploration cannot proceed without 
an effort, whatever the odds. But Americans 
cannot expect easy successes, nor should they 
forget, while reaching for the moon, the les- 
son of the Sputniks, which was that Russian 
rocket engine power was ahead of our own. 
From a military standpoint, moon shots do not 
disprove this Soviet superiority. From a sci- 
entific standpoint, they will advance man’s 
knowledge of space, and already have. 


Appealing the McCaffery Ruling 

Friends of the St. Louis school system will 
be glad to see that School Board members 
Louis H. Antoine and Daniel L. Schlafly have 
decided to appeal a Circuit Court ruling fa- 
voring Dr. James J. McCaffery. They sought 
Dr. McCaffery’s ouster as a Board member 
on grounds of gross misconduct in his use 
of Board employes to redecorate his son’s 
residence. 

Circuit Judge David J. Murphy’s decision 
favoring Dr. McCaffery seems to have been 
based principally on the fact that the plain- 
tiffs failed to prove to his satisfaction that 
Board materials were used in making repairs. 
But Board employes did work on the resi- 
dence, and they were paid by the Board. 


' Judge Murphy contends that financial “ad- 


justments” later made saved the Board any 
monetary loss. We think a higher court 
should review Judge Murphy’s questionable 
decision that this did not suggest “gross” 
misconduct.

American cities are turning to 
the Federal Government, rather 
than the states, for help in tackling 
tasks like urban redevelopment, pub- 
lic housing, highway construction, 
and problems brought on by eco- 
nomic distress. The reason is that 
most state legislatures are dom- 
inated by rural members and are 
apt to ignore pleas from the cities 
for assistance. 

Few states give urban residents 
legislative representation propor- 
tionate to their 
numbers.

One student 
of the problem rated Massachusetts 
and Wisconsin as equitably appor- 
tioned with respect to urban-rural 
divisions. 

The constitutions of 40 states call 
for reapportionment of one or both 
houses of the legislature at stated 
intervals. The trouble is that such

Malapportionment in the states is 
carried over in some degree to the 
national House of Representatives, 
for Congress has left drawing of 
the boundaries of congressional dis- 
tricts to the already malapportioned 
state legislatures. However, reap- 
portionment of House districts is 
necessary, following the decennial 
census, in states which have lost 
population and accordingly lose seats 
in the House. 


If such states did not reapportion, 
all their representatives would have 
to be elected at large. A state which 
picks up a single additional seat 
may be content to elect its occupant 
at large for some years, but where 
there is a gain of several seats a 
general realignment usually follows. 


Wide disparities in the population 
of congressional districts neverthe- 
less persist. When the Eighty-fifth 
Congress was elected two years ago, 
there was a variation of more than 
20 per cent from the state average 
in the size of nearly one fourth of 
the districts, and of more than 15 
per cent in one third of the dis- 
tricts. 

Mayor Robert F. Wagner of New 
York City told the Conference of 
Mayors last Sept: 10 that one of the 
consequences of unequal legislative 
apportionment was that the states 
appropriated the most productive 
tax sources and left the cities to try 
to get along by piling more taxes on 
overburdened real estate. Others 
have pointed out that failure of leg- 
islatures to require equalization of 


property assessments tends to ge 
rural areas more than their fair 
share of state aid. 


Some political scientists, on the 
other hand, have asserted that al- 
leged evils of malapportionment are 
over-emphasized. Charles E. Hyne- 
man of Indiana University suggested 
in 1956 that “We may have more to

Sixteen governments in under- 
developed areas immediately 
asked that administrators un- 
der the plan be assigned to 


them. 
Pushed Plan. 

In committee discussions at 
the present session of the U.N, 
general Assembly, Hammar- 
skjold has backed his plan vig- 
orously. 

U.N. technical assistance, he 
pointed out, can assign advisers 
to underdeveloped governments, 
but “what is often wanted is 
the kind of an expert who will 
take off his coat and illustrate 
his recommendations by actu- 
ally doing a job—always, of 
course, in accordance with the 
policy and under the control 
of the government itself.” 

“One of the greéatest advan- 
tages of such assistance is that 
it is the quickest and most ef- 
fective way to accelerate the 
training of the local, counter- 
part personnel. Example is a 
much more effective teacher 
than precept.” 

As‘a beginning, Hammarskjold 
proposed only a pilot project, 
to be administered by Dr. Hugh 
_Keenleyside, a Canadian who 
is director general of the Tech- 
nical Assistance Administration.

ST. JAMES, Mo., Nov. 10. 

WHEN SUSIE LEONARD 
brought her hojly tree home 
last spring, her mother thought 
it looked “kind of puny.” She 
was afraid Susie hadn't been 
aggressive enough in pushing 
her way through the crowd of 
500 school children when the 
free holly trees were distrib- 
uted from the nursery truck. 
All the trees were the same 
age -—three years—but some 
looked studier than Susie's. 


But if not aggressive, 14- 
year-old Susie was conscienti- 
ous. In accordance with the 
planting instructions accom- 
panying the tree, she looked 
about the yard of their home, 
on the outskirts of St. James, 
for a location with good soil, 
sunshine, adequate drainage. 
She fed the plant food and 
mulched with the peat moss 
given with the trees, and wa- 
tered when the rains didn’t 
come. At first no growth re- 
sulted but then a green shoot 
started out, and “grew and 
grew and grew.” 


The other day when the 
judges came around to look at 
the progress the holly trees 
had made,¢to award prizes for 
the best ones, Susie’s tree was 
among the six finalists. When 
the checks were handed out at 
the high school auditorium, the 
top prize, $50, went to Susie. 


Although Susie Leonard is 
richer by $50, everyone in the 
town of St. James has profited 
by “Operation Forest City,” 
the big tree replacement proj- 
ect which began last spring 
and has had the participation 
of everyone from civic leaders 
to school children. 


The project began out of 
civic pride. St. James, a town 
of 2000 population, 100 miles 
southwest ‘of St. Louis, on 
Highway 66, has long been 
known as an arboreal oasis, a 
shady refuge for travelers in 
the otherwise wide and hot 
open spaces. 

“The early settlers of St. 
James loved trees and planted 
them lavishly,” said George 
Laun, chairman of the St. 
James Citizens Committee. 
“Most of them were. the maples 
and elms which fitted the 
architecture of the day. But 
as years went by, utilities came 
in and electric wires interfered 
with the big trees. Then came 
the drouth and the trees de- 
teriorated.” 

In 1954, an especially cruel 
year, many of the fine old 
trees died. Mayor Oscar Glenn, 


ward. 


Superintendent of Schools 
Louis Donati and some of the 
town business men began to 
look around for someone to 
help finance a tree replace- 
ment project. They found their 
benefator in the James Foun- 
dation. 

Lucy Wortham James is de- 
scribed by librarian Grace 
Muller as a “wonderful woman 
who has left many living me- 
morials.” Among the things 
provided by the James Foun- 
dation, community betterment 
trust fund set up in her will, 
are a handsome library, Scout 
headquarters and nature trail, 
assistance to churches, schools 
and nurses training, and im- 
provements at Maramec 
Spring Park, once the site of 
the James family’s Civil War 
iron works, now a beautiful, 
uncommercialized resort. Last 
year, according to Robert El- 
gin, the foundation’s resident 
representative, the park was 
visited by more people than 
any other park in the state. 

Ralph Hayes, the James 
Foundation’s chief administra- 
tor, agreed to finance the tree 
replacement provided the citi- 
zens co-operated. From the 
city, the Municipal Utility Co. 
and private citizens, bulldozers, 
equipment and manpower were 
obtained. 

A Citizens Committee, head- 
ed by Laun and Mrs, Charles 
Smallwood, provided volunteers 
to get releases signed by own- 
ers of the trees to be removed. 
Hugh Steavenson, of the For- 
rest Keeling Nursery, Elsberry, 
Mo., was retained as arboreal 
consultant and a survey of 
trees was made during the 
early months of the year. 

In the spring the massive 
tree felling began. Two thou- 
sand dead and diseased trees 
were removed, to be replaced 
by 3000 new ones, at an esti- 


mated cost of $50,000. Sweet 
gums, flowering crab and 
American holly trees were 


chosen for their durability and 
suitability. 

On Arbor day, dedication 
ceremonies were held, and 
holly trees were distributed to 
St. James sehool children. 

“They just about tore the 
truck apart getting them,” 
Charles Talbot, Steavenson’s as- 
sistant, recalls. “We gave out 
more than 500 altogether, but 
not all were planted individ- 
ually. Some went to Boys’ 
Town, for instance, and theirs 
were cared for by the whole 
group.” 

Early this fall it was an- 
nounced that any of the young 
holly growers who wanted to 
enter their holly trees in a 
competition might receive $50, 
$25, $15, $10 or one of 21 $3 
prizes. Interest in holly trees 
perked up considerably. There

were 106 entries. A screening 
committee narrowed them down 
to 50, then 25, and finally six. 

On Oct. 28, a judging com- 
mittee including T. J. Talbert, 
professor emeritus of horticul- 
ture, University of Missouri; 
Louis G. Brenner, arborist and 
superintendent, Missouri Bo- 
tanical Garden; Robert Lips- 
comb, forester, Missouri Con- 
servation Commission, and Dr 
D. D. Hemphill, University of 
Missouri, made the rounds of 
the six finalists’ houses, identi- 
fied only by number. Carefully 
they judged the trees on 
growth since planting, ‘health 
and vigor of plant, judgment of 
the contestant in picking loca- 
tion and apparent care and 
protection ‘given the plant. 

Yardstick in hand, they 
measured. discussed foliage, 
shape, balance, location, com- 
mented seriously and jokingly: 

“He’s planted a little close 
to the property line here but 
I guess he’s done about as 
well as he could.” 

“Notice the yellow on this 
foliage”? Some sort of nutri- 
tional deficiency.” 

“This one’s a little leggy but 
it could develop.” 

“How deep is this mulch, 12 
inches? Maybe it's to protect 
against mice. How big do you 
grow mice in St. James?” 

Most of the plants were 
mulched, some staked, some 
fenced in. All had made sur-

Painting Interior Floors 


QUITE OFTEN when a hard- 
wood, or a softwood fl for 
that matter, gets in pretty bad 
shape someone says: “Let's just 
give it a couple of coats of 
paint so that we can forget it.” 
This sort of statement brings 
up a Jot of interesting points. 

It’s quite true that paint can 
make a very good and durable 
finish for a wood floor but it 
must be applied with the same 
care as shellac, varnish or a 
wood seal. 

In other words, before the 
paint is applied the floor 
should be cleaned and sanded. 
If it’s not sanded smooth, the 
paint will not cover up the 
rough spots and it will soon 
wear off of high points. Several 


coats of a good quality floor 
enamel will be required and 
this must be applied with the 
same care as any other type of 
finish. After the paint is dry, 
it should be coated with wax to 
give it the maximum amount 
of wear. - 

As we've said so often be- 
fore, as long as people walk on 
floors with dirt on their shoes, 
dirt is going to get onto the 
floor. Some types and colors 
of finish will show dirt less 
than others but that doesn't 
mean they don't get soiled. A 
floor painted in the wrong 
color will show dirt marks 
much more readily than one 
coated with some transparent 


type finish. Last, but not least, ba

once a floor has been painted 
you are more or less stuck 
with paint unless you want to 
undertake the rather rugged 
job of sanding off all the paint 
right down to the last speck.

N.A.A.C.P. Fair a Success 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10. 

I BELIEVE my readers will be interested to learn that 
our recent “Melody Fair” evening in Poughkeepsie proved 
very successful. This was the entertainment program given 
for the benefit of the N.A.A.C.P. and undertaken as Dutch- 
ess county’s answer to some of the unfortunate incidents 
that have happened, where human rights are concerned, in 
various parts of the country. 


There was an extraordinary response to the appeal 
made for co-operation; from that one evening, over $3000 
will go to the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People. 

It seems to me that this might be copied in many com- 
munities throughout the country. It would not only bring 
in money for the Fight for Freedom Fund but would serve 
to educate many people to better understanding of the real 
significance of human rights and freedoms in our own 


country. 


The Communists are using our failures along 
these lines very effectively in the uncommitted 
areas of the world. Two thirds of the people of 
the world are colored people, and they are steadily 
gaining their freedom. Above all else, they want to 
be treated as equals and with the dignity which 
should be accorded to all human beings. If it does 
not come to them from the nations of the West, 
they will turn without question to the Communist 
areas of the world where they will hope to receive 
it. 


Most of them do not understand that Communism will 
also mean compulsory control in many areas of their lives. 
Yet if they find no freedom in countries of the West, why 
should they not turn to that which they know even less 
about, in hopes that it may give them more than they re- 
ceive from the areas they do know?

WITH THE EXPERIMENTS 
of Explorer IV verifying the 
existence of the surprising ra- 
diation belt above the earth, 
safeguards to protect a .man 
passing through this region 
are being investigated. 


At the Ninth International 
Astronautical Federation Con- 
gress in Amsterdam I spoke to 
Dr. T. C. Helvey, of Radiations, 
Inc., about those possibilities. 
Dr. Helvey presented a signifi- 
eant paper in which he plead- 
ed for more ground simulation 


, tests of environments to be 


encountered in space and dis- 
closed results of studies made 
on how to protect the space 
traveler from the radiation belt 
and from nuclear power plants 
which will power rockets of 
the future. 

He indicated that sensitivity 
of the body to radiations is 
still a highly contréversial sci- 
entific subject. Scientists are 
aware that various parts of 
organs of the body have dif- 
ferent degrees of sensitivity 
and the tolerance limits must 
be set to protect the most sen- 
sitive organs. This sensitivity 
and the unknown danger of 
genetic effects require a con- 
servative maximum permissi- 
ble dose be adopted. 

He lists three basic ap- 
proaches. 

In the first it would be neéc- 
essary to shield the capsule or 
vehicle housing the man. Un- 
fortunately, if this approach is 
taken, the weight of the shield- 
ing becomes so high that it is 
prohibitive in terms of pay- 
load. The type of shielding in- 
volves the use of heavy atoms 
like. lead, gold, platinum, uran- 
jum, ete., which are effective 
radiation. absorbers. A light 
material containing a _ great 
deal of hydrogen, like liquid 
hydrogen or water, can be used 
for nuclear radiations like neu- 
trons. 

To get around the tremen- 
dous shielding weight Dr. 
Helvey has come up with a 
novel idea. He believes it 
would be silly to shield a large 
room containing but few peo- 
ple. Thus he would furnish a 
shielding which would be part 
of the man’s suit and thus po- 
sitioned very close to the body. 
By designing a suit to do this 
shielding Dr. Helvey estimates 
that the shielding could be cut 
by a factor of 10. 

He suggests the wearing of a 
special suit made from glass 
fibers made from a_ special 
leaded glass which contains 82 
per cent lead oxide. The suit, 
being made of cloth, would 
permit flexibility. But as doc- 
tors h 
tain paftts of the body like the 
gonads, the spleen, the breast- 
bone, the neck, the eyes, etc., 
have a greater sensitivity to 
radiations, these areas would 
be covered by lead platelets. 
The number of platelets eover- 
ing the areas would be governed 
by the particular area’s sensi- 
tivity. Thus the suit could be 
worn with assurance that radi- 
ations have been minimized as 
much as possible. The total 
weight of the suit is estimated 
at 150 pounds. 

The third method of over- 
coming radiation is a  bio- 
chemical one. .Extreme inter- 
est has been aroused recently 
by the discovery that certain 
chemicals can afford a type of 
protection to the body from ra- 
diations by hastening protein 
reproduction in the body. 

Biochemists have discovered 
that certain chemicals in the 
body are more sensitive to ra- 
diations than others. For in- 
stance, in the protein mole- 
cules of the body are found 
sulphur - hydrogen molecules
